Council elects Sore// editor

In a long, tense, and emotion^ 
packed meeting. Students' Council 
last night voted to appoint Tom 
-Sorell as nextyear's Daily Editor. ■ 
Sorell was only assured of the 
appointment after a dramatic last 
minute withdrawal by the only 
other candidate for the position. 
Graduate Studies representative 
. James de Wilde.

his decision to withdraw had been 
prompted by "personal obsta- 
cles." 

De Wilde's withdrawal came as 
quite a shock to-Council,';às|up'to 
the time of his surprise|MÎ no uiice- - 
ment he had been compered} as 
the sliglU^favDurite om;'iSoi^U .

DeFming himselt as "somewhat' 
leftist and distinctly federalist" 
de Wilde stated that he had "a

Wilde asked Council- to be ''quite 
speciHc in fomiulating directions 
for the ty^fjteily it wànts." 

In acc^un||the appointment 
Sorell spokFat length on^what he 
hoped would bé the priorities and 
direction of next year's Daily. 

In stating that he intended to 
increase the quality and quantity 

of Quebec coverage Sorell said 
thaf'we must reconcile the sup- 
position that McGill is an inter- . 
national university, with the fact 
that McGill is dependent on the 
Quebec people for its continued 
existence." Sorell also promised 
to improve news coverage gene- 
rally, and spoke about the de- 
velopment of a research depart- 



^jnèiitUo help raise the qiiality of 

Sorell told Council that The 
Daily had a "young staff, with a 
lot of potential, and said that they 
had generally agreed at a recent 
meeting on the need fora "critical 
Daily." 

In other business Council ap- 
proved ta motion introduced by 
Unwersity Affairs Director Steve 
SIrasser asking the university 
to curtail the availability of stu- 
dent (addresses for commercial 



Council also ratified the ap- 
pointment of Norman David as 
Station Manager of Radio McGill, 
and announced the appointment of 
Ze'ev lonis and Nigel Gibson as 
co-editors of next year's Student 
Handbook, subject to their sub- 
mitting a policy statement and 
budget before the next Council 
meeting. 

Finally, Council approved, the 
constitution of Uie Jewish Defence 
League in principle, with minor 
details in the wording of the docu- 
ment., to be straightened out. 



Although a quorum of 300 stu-' 
dents was needed in order to 
have an official meeting.' Stu- 
dents' Society President Hutton 
Archer .. anticipated the small 
turnout. 

-"I had feedback by way of a 
letter from students who explain- 
ed that ..they weren't interested 
in- a fee'hike or wasting time on' 
the constitution," elaborated

"The time was just right: we 
had The Daily and everything else 
with us," explained Archer.

Archer 
could still have had the amend- 
ments put to a referendum. ' 

He could have declared the 
meeting unofficial: according 
to the present constitution. "A 
proposed amendment shall be 
put to a referendum if a minimum 
of 150 members have so voted at

Bell: B of G not WASPs

I Principal R. E. Bell, speaking at a meeting of the 
Canadian Club of Montreal, attacked what he termed 
the "myths" surrpundingMcGill. 

Speaking against the image of the Board of Gover- 
mors of McGUl as being a "club of WASP big busi- 
nessmen dictating the financial policies of the uni- 
versity", he noted that of the 35 members of the 
board,.25% are lawyers. As well, he noted that the 

, other members came from such diverse professions 
as labour unionist, labour ^midiator;;: elementary 
school principal,' and others. Afi^pSi^tbnic groups 

jm^iented have been increasingly (i|iferiified. - . 

i^Bâilalso sjMké'out against the ihyiirBf the rich 
McGill endowment. He said that though there was a 

-stim of $99.1 million in the endowment fund, only 

. 113.7 million whs unrestricted, or free for McGill to 
do with as she felt. The remaining sum was either 
restricted so that the University, could only use the 
interest - and that for aJimit number of areas - or 
the original capital was restricted. 

One of the major complaints that Bell. put for- 
ward was that people seemed eager to perpetuate 
some of these myths. He especially pointed out the 
recent CBC Hourglass feature on McGill. where he 
noted that much of what they presented was slanted 
(o present an unfavbrablejjmage, of McGill. As he

Bell, however, stressed the enors prevalent in the 
public understanding of McGill's financisd picture.. 
■In what was at times almost an appeal for funds, he° 
pointed out that McGUi^ad hicurred a total deficit of 
$6 million in tliéipréWoîu several yeaii:;^^^

$6 million in tile previous several years. 

Bell also mentioned that thetf orecast deficit of }6 
million for the present yeairtwouldnti^pbalve the 
unrestricted endowment funds' And^tàîd-ii^not been 
for the austerity program, the projected deficit for 
the coming fiscal year 1971-72 would have been |8 
million, which, together with this year's' deficit, 
would have conipletely wiped out the fund. 

: Rëità^tingJlprevious adminis^ complaints. 
Bell placeHlihuch'^f the blame for McGlll s financial 
situation on the present Quebec go_vemment policy of 
subtracting endowment funds from their grants. He 
felt that this therefore resulted hi the other Quebec 
UntversitiessharingMcGiU'sendojwnaetatfuiKis. . . 

While defending thé Board of Govenî^o'rsj^ll men- 
tioned the average age Of the Board as being 53 
years. Although he had included mention in his pre- 
pared text of this being "something like the average 
age of this audience", however when he was actually 
speaking, he' must have noticed, as did this reporter, 
that the average age of those present.a ^hè .Canadian 
Qub was more like 70 yçars. andfl^efOTe deleted 
the remark. . . - 



Since no legal referendum will 
probably take place this year, 
amendment -to the constitution. 
-«dll.be impossible. The only way 
to change the present constitu- 
tion is by an affhrmative vote 
of two-thirds in a referendum. 

Although the meeting was thus 
of no practical use. Archer de- 
cided to have discussion and, 
voting anyway. He felt that the . 
•students who did care and both-~ 
ered to show up wanted to debate 
and express their ophiions. 

Of the seven that- voted, four 
were. hi . favour of havhig the 
. amendment concerning fees put 
to a referendum. The amend- 
ment proposed that the Students' 
Society, fees be raised from |24 
to $27 per student. 

All other amendments ~ were 
passed except for one proposed 
,by Errol Naiman concerning the 
budget of certain committees. 

Incorporation of the Students' 
Society, proposed by Internal 
Vice-President Kevin O'Connell. 
was also discussed. O'Connell 
presented the proposal to pre- 
vent the Students' Society, execu- 
tive from being personally liable 
for déficits if the Students' So- 
ciety goes bankrupt. A vote show- 
^ed that those present wanted the 
motion put to a referendum. . 

Memb^^^l^f^^&eîi^Students' 
' Council voteoM ltttli©iFs'meet- 
hig to have a poll on the issues 
dlscu^ed at the open meeting. 

The poll is to take place in- 
stead of the referendum that 
may have taken placé had enough 
^students shown up at the open 
_ meetbig. 

The turnout was so small that 
it prompted one student who dtd 
show up to say "next time, the 
Students' Society shouldn't hold 
theh- meetings at the same time 
as a Laurel and Hardy movie.'"

Michel Chartrand lashed out 
at Prime Minister Pierre Tru- 
deau's policy of "fighting in- 
flation by creating unemploy- 
ment" yesterdtq^^atiia I meeting 
sponsored |^|pbbllraSe| the* con- 
tinuedi^incàrcerâUon*?^of Pierre 
Valliereslaiid Charles Gagnon. 

"We have never, beehfàliiléltb 
utilize fuUy oiir natural resources' 
- the Americans are dobig it for 
us." he claimed. The CNTU pres- 
ident pointed out as an example 
that the reduced rates for Time 
Magazine and Reader's Digest 
only increased - the Canadian 
postal deficit. 

In a wide-ranging speech. Chap- 
trand crlticbed almost every 
administration in Canada. He 
advocated total reconstruction 
of the Judicial system and the 
dbmissal of all its members. 

Chartrand further expounded 
his views on the October crisis. 
"The fUmsy pretense of Mr. Tur- 
ner and Mr. Trudeau's 'appre- 
hended insurrection' was brought 
on by the discovery of 32 fire- 
arms, 9 of which were fumige- 
nous weapons and included one 
hunter's knife and a sabre." 

Me.Robert Lemieux also spoke 
in favour of the release of Pier- 
re Vallieres and Charles Gagnon.: 
He emphasized the need (or every 
group to woii( ht its own milieu. , 
"We must avoid fratricide strug- 
gles. People say that the stu- 
dents' struggle is too Ihnited 
and' that of the Rose brothers 
too global. Everyone must work 
hi his own sphere with his pep 
sonal means" he stated. .... . . , ■ •

Education bidg. opened

Education mhiister Guy Saint-Pierre officiated yesterday at the 
official openhig of McGill'snewEducation Building. 

In his short speech he avoided mentioning any of the currently 
l^ contrwersial {questions related to education hi Quebec, such as the 
• teàchàn' strike and the language question. 

Rather M. Sahit-Pierre dealt briefly vyith the problem of financhig 
education. He revealed that "education costs in Quebec will soon be |2 
billion a year." "We have lived with a credit card for the last five or 
six years and now it is Ume to pay the bill," he said somberly . 

"The reason for educating people, he clahned, is to "let them 
understand later on the great problems of the world." 

M. Saint-Pierre also touched upon the questions of poverty and 
pollution. 

He said that a walk beside the St. Lawrence River proves "we must 
admit that humanity seems to be losing the battle against pollution." 

The education minister also questioned why "we have, in the middle 
of this city, a degree of poverty which 150 years ago we didn't even 
have in rural society." , , 
; He did not blame anyone for these problems and did not suggest any 
solutions. 



Explosion tips Senate 

WASHINGTON (CUPI) - A bomb, apparenUy placed Ini wash-. 

room by an opponent of the American war against Indo-Chhia, smash- 
ed apart an hiterior section of the United States Senate Building 
yesterday. 

There were no hijuries reported. The Senate Building had been 
closed to the public at 5 pm Sunday, and all of the janitorial staff 
had left some hours before the bomb went off at 1:32 pm yester- 
day. 

Robert G. Dunphy, Senate Sergeant at Arms, clahned a man 
who called the Capitol switchboard to give half-hour advance warn- 
hig of the blast mentioned the Laotian hivasion. 

'This is apparenUy a political bombing." said Senate M^ority 
Leader Hugh Scott. 

A guard in the building described thé blast as "a hell of ^ 
explosion," saying it damaged an area extending some 100 feet down 
a hallway and deluding several offices. Police and firemen told of 
crumbling ceiUngs,.buckIed doors and cracked walls. Tlie outside 
walls of the building were not affected. 

President Nixon issued a statement through his PR man Ronald 
L. Zeigler calling the bomhbig a "shoddng act of violence that will 
outrage all Americans." • v ' 

Capitol police and FBI spokesmen would not confirm or deny 
the Unk to anti-war protesters. 



Workers' League split

The long and contentious histo- 
ry of Stalhiism's fall from grace 
came to light last night at a spar- 
sely-attended meeting of the 
Workers' League. 

Ciahning to be the true intel- 
lectual heirs ' of Maixism-Leni- 
nbm, several members of the 
group analyzed the political and 
dialectical heresies of the Pa- 
bloists, Pragmatists and other 
deviant spUnter groups. 

The conflict that split the Pint 
Congru of the Fourth Interna- 
tional hi 1938 and provided fo- 
cus for last night* s anhnated dis- 
cussion concerns the theoretical 
conception that "one does not have 
to understand reality to change 
reaUty," known hi Stalinist cir- 
cles as Impressionism. Rather, 
than grasphig the real meaning 
of the dialectic in the process 
of history, the Impressionists la- 
bor under the delusion that Sta- 
linism's coming to power was 
a result of a world relationship 
of social and economic factors 
that pointed to the downfall of 
capitalism. 

This "incorrect line of action" 
actually led to the StaUiibt post- 
war coH)peration with Western 



capitalism during its period of 
stabilization' which in turn allow- 
ed it extra years of life. 

Further it, has spawned such 
"pseudo-woiters' states" as Cu-' 
ba, Burma, Ceylon, Algeria, and 
the Eastern European bloc of 
Conununist countries. 

However the Workers' League, 
which clahns to grasp > the true 
scientific nature -of the world 
movement towards socialism, is 
in a stage of contention on this 
continent with its own rival 
faction,- the Socialist Workers' 
League. 

This group of pragmatists en- 
deavours to "adapt Jo. every 
middle-class movement" such as 
the Women's and Black Libera- 
tion Movements, the Gay Libera- 
tion and Students for a Demo- 
cratic Society, without under- 
standhig that members' of these 
organizations come to the SWL 
as femhiists or Negroes or homo- 
sexuals, not as dedicated com- 
munists. 

This action exemplifies a po- 
UUcal situaUon in which the SWL 
is pressured by day-to^iay 
events withouth understandhig 
the scientific nahire of the dia- 
lectic.

Medicine and Law will soon, 
be approached for contributions.
